Organized truck operators are determined to press 
for better highways. ATA's Committee of One Hundred 
on public relations talked up the "how" of it at an early 
December meeting in Chicago. 

Approved ideas included: A national radio network 
program. . . possibly a TV program. Also rapid extension 
of truck side advertising program. 

Says ATA: These steps were linked to approval of a 
vigorous campaign to "clean up" weight and other viola- 
tions or bad practices which hamper industry relations 
with the public... a stepped up effort to tell the 
people the real truth about interstate highway 
obsolescence and about road surface deterioration. 








Civilian engineers are helping Army reduce use of 
critical materials in the Jeep. That's progress. 

Last war military helped itself twice to everything, 
particularly if it was critically short. 

Also Army was telling engineers it wants automatic 
transmissions in all ground vehicles. Some folks wonder 
where production capacity will be found if Army makes the 
specification Army wide. 








Henry Ford II told a Dallas audience recently that 
Ford Company expects to spend a billion dollars in the 
next three years on expanded facilities to increase 
production efficiency. In 1946, the company budgeted 
$500 million for plant expansion and better production 
equipment for the subsequent five years. Actually $600 
million was spent during that time, Ford said. 

Ford pointed out that the expansion was needed just to 
keep “up to date in the constant peacetime competitive 
race to increase production efficiency." He also 
emphasized the need to produce more and have higher 
capacity for production during present world conditions. 











Truck and bus output last year (1950) reached 
1,343,050 units, just 2% pct. behind the all-time high 
of 1,376,155 units turned out in 1948. Automobile 
production jumped 30 per cent over 1949 to reach a 
total of 6,672,700 passenger cars -- the all time high. 
The wholesale value for 1950's total automotive 
production reach the staggering total of $10.5 
billions. By January 1 it was estimated that total 
registrations in the U. S. reached 48,484,000 vehicles, 
including 39,710,000 passenger cars, 8,550,000 trucks 
and 220,000 buses. These vehicles traveled an 
estimated total of 500 billion miles.

Standing at the crossroads of history, free men 
took up arms to fight for human liberty under 
the flag of the United Nations 


To the trucking industry that decision brought a 





new and urgent challenge 
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will pass into history as a year of decision. 
1 950 For the trucking industry the year provided 
another proud chapter of a challenge met squarely and 
taken in stride. 

The crossing of the thirty-eighth parellel in July 
caused governmental and industrial leaders to cast an 
appraising, apprehensive eye at 
this Nation’s state of prepared- 
ness. Truck operators were able 
to give immediate assurance 
that they stood ready to handle 
whatever demands might be 
placed upon them. The pledge 
rested on a solid foundation: 


= The industry was able to 
boast of a total of 8,000,000 
trucks in service as compared 
to less than 5,000,000 at the 
start of World War II. 


= Of that total a large propor- 
tion represented new equipment. 


= Production of trucks was 
continuing at a record-breaking 
pace. In the twilight days of 
1950 more than 1,200,000 trucks 
had already poured off the as- 
sembly line. There was a good 
chance that when all the figures 
were in, early in 1951], the year 
might have topped the previous 
newt: production record set in 1948. 
tok If it missed it wouldn’t be by 
tor much. 





» Truck transportation could 
be counted on to move more 
than twice as much freight as it 
did in the peak World War II 
years of 1943-1944. 


» A flexible means of transpor- 

tation, trucks could be quickly 
re-routed in case of bomb damage to highways. an ad- 
vantage not enjoyed by rail lines which are easy targets 
for enemy planes. In addition, temporary road repairs 
can often be made promptly with material at hand to 
keep the cargo moving. 


MOBILIZATION ... A CHALLENGE ©¢ The Kor. 
ean crisis brought new problems to the trucking indus- 
try. The Federal government ordered partial wartime 
controls for the Nation and for truckers three problems 
loomed foremost as 1950 drew to a close: 

= Manpower shortages threatened to be one of the 
most troublesome. Both the draft and the pirating of 
workers by other industries appeared certain to cut 
into trucking ranks. 


= Shortages in essential materials and parts would 
produce a strain on PM programs and call for increased 
eficiency; more ingenuity. 


= Increased costs on everything, plus additional taxes, 
dictated a dollar stretching program. 
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MEETING THE CHALLANGE e¢ [o face this cha! 
lenge the trucking industry began to fashion its own 
answer. Maintenance Mobilization became a byword 
with all progressive operators and industry leaders 
began spelling out what would have to be done to 
adapt peacetime programs to wartime requirements 
Under the Maintenance Mobilization banner the indus 
try adopted this definition of its immediate goal 


Doing the job better with less men. 
Improving shop supervision and output 
Getting the most out of shop equipment and tools 


Devising better inventory control and parts han- 
dling. 


Getting the most out of truck equipment 


CONTROLS e In the wake of Communist aggression 
the national administration started the defense wheels 
turning. First step was the assembling of a team to 
design whatever controls would be needed to cope with 
the emergency.

MANPOWER e¢ Seeking a solution to the industry's 
number one worry, manpower, became the job of Ben 
Miller.

He immediately announced that he would seek recog 
nition for transportation as a vital defense industry 
First objective appeared to be having highly skilled 
mechanics and other mainenance personnel placed on 
government lists of essential activities. At year’s end 
there was little hope that drivers would be classified 
as vital. 


FEELING THE PINCH e As 1°50 faded, the truck 
ing industry began to feel the impact of the new con 
trols. Aluminum was ordered cut back to 65 per cent 
of its previous consumption. Scarcities of other essen 
tial materials began to develop. It appeared a certainty 
that material shortages would curtail production in 
1951 and hold new truck manufacturing well below 
the level of demand. The future depended largely upon 
the uncertainties of the international situation but as 
the vear grew older it became apparent that the Na 
tion’s rearmament program would be a long term pro)- 
ect. Truckers, like all other businessmen, would have 
to learn how to live in a part-peacetime, part-wartime 
economy.

In 1950 Some of Our Old Problems Got a New Look 


The Korean crisis not only brought new problems 
but also cast a spotlight on many older ones. Under the 
stress of a national emergency some of them seemed 


to be finally heading for a long overdue showdown. 





HIGHWAYS AND WEIGHT ¢ The subject of high- 
ways and weight limitation on trucks, a long time prob- 
lem, grew in importance as the year progressed. Should 
World War III come the Nation’s web of highways 
could be the difference between victory and defeat. 
The development of the atomic bomb as a weapon was 
sure to mean a greater decentralization of industry as 
a defense measure and would add to the necessity for 
keeping our highways in top condition. Were our high- 
ways equal to what lay ahead? Probably not. At any 
rate there was much room for improvement and the 
year brought a blistering controversy as to who was to 
blame for the present situation. 

Fanning the flames of the controversy was a high- 
priced anti-truck propaganda campaign financed by the 
railroads. The rails propaganda followed the line that 
the Nation’s highways must be saved from the ravages 
of monster trucks. The real motive was obvious: Seek 
restrictive laws and prohibitive taxes that would make 
it impossible for trucks to operate economically, thus 
pulling the carpet out from under truck competition. 

For their part truckers dismissed the rail propa- 
ganda for what it was and reiterated their willingness 
to abide by whatever weight limitations are set by law. 
The industry pointed out that it had no desire to ruin 
the Nation’s highways. Without highways it couldn’t 
function. 

What is the maximum weight that can be carried by 
trucks without damaging highways? The big question 
remained unanswered in 1950 but at least one step in 
the right direction was made. On a stretch of highway 
in Maryland (photo above) engineers began running dif- 
ferent loads in the first of a series of similar tests. Anti- 
truckers took delight in the initial results. The high- 
way was breaking up, they said. Those who wait for 
all the facts before reaching a decision said nothing. 
It began to develop that the Maryland highway wasn’t 
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all it had been cracked up to be in the first place. Sub- 
soil wasn’t what it had been claimed. At the end of the 
year, the much publicized Maryland test had proved 
nothing. In fact, some observers were beginning to pre- 
dict that the only thing it would prove was that Mary- 
land didn’t get a very good road for its money. 

The old problem remained and there were few signs 

that legislators would be stampeded into hasty deci- 
sions by the anti-truck propaganda. 
TAX DIVERSION e¢ During the year truckers 
launched a campaign of their own. The industry took 
stock; found that it was paying more than one billion 
dollars yearly in special truck taxes; and announced 
that it wanted something to say about how that money 
is spent. The biggest complaint was the diversion of 
funds earmarked for highway purposes to other uses. 
In 1949, the last year on which complete figures are 
available, $166,000,000 of these highway taxes were 
diverted by states to non-highway use. Raising its voice 
in protest, the industry was able to have several state’s 
draft constitutional amendments banning the practice. 
At the polls in November, however, the public turned 
thumbs down on the amendments. 


RECIPROCAL REGULATIONS ¢ Another item high 
on the agenda of the majority of truck organizations in 
1950 was an attempt to bring about some unifications 
of regulations governing truck transport. The imme- 
diate aim was reciprocal arrangements between states 
so that a truck licensed in one state could operate in 
another without undue restriction. Operators had long 
complained that they are unnecessarily tangled in a 
maze of red tape by differing weight limits, length lim- 
its, tax requirements, special license demands, and 
countless other rules and regulations that make cross- 
ing a state line a complicated ceremony. Here, as in the 
case of tax diversion, much spade work was done. But, 
it formed little more than a foundation for future 
action. 


LABOR e All was comparatively quiet on the labor 
front during 1950 except for a few scattered strikes. 
Wages rose an average of 9.6 cents per hour during 
the year. 

A survey of wage agreements disclosed that the in- 
dustry was not tieing its increases to the cost-of-living 
as did many industrial manufacturers nor was it fol- 
lowing the trend toward long-term contracts. Many of 
the new contracts contained “escalator” clauses calling 
for automatic future increases. Health and welfare 
clauses were also receiving added attention. 

The Korean situation naturally brought the man- 
power shortage to a head. Another event of major im- 
portance was the firing of Robert N. Denham, general 
counsel for the National Labor Relations Boards. Den- 
ham was a stickler for enforcing the labor law to the 
letter and backed trucking employees to the limit in 
curbing secondary boycotts. 

1950 marked the first annual meeting of the in- 
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dustrial relations committee of the ATA. The meeting 
was held early in the year and was attended by 200 top 
men in the trucking field. The meeting was highly suc- 
cessful. A second is scheduled for early 1951. 





ENGINEERING ADVANCES e Probably the most 
flamboyant engineering change on the 1950 scene was 
the installation of a gas turbine in a truck (photo 


above). True, the engine is not ready for service but ex- 
perimental work is going forward. Figures indicate 
that the pilot model is getting about 175 hp. out of about 
250 lb. of engine. 

Detailed changes in design of parts promises much 
longer life for the conventional gasoline engine. In- 
creased use of valve rotaters has shown the way to 
longer valve life with less attention along the way. A 
method of molecular bonding of cast iron to aluminum 
has made possible the use of a bi-metallic piston which 
gives the advantages of both aluminum and cast iron 
without the disadvantages of either. Increased use of 
chrome plated piston rings and some changes in oil 
ring design makes cylinders stay put much longer. 

V-type engines show signs of becoming favorites 
in the engineering departments but not many new ones 
found their way into truck chassis during the year. Ad- 
vantages seem to be in stiffer crankshafts which are 
necessary with increased compression ratios. Still in 
the dream stage but getting some attention from wide 
awake engineers was electronic ignition to meet the in- 
creasing requirements of increased compression ratios. 
Diesel engines continued to invade new phases of truck- 
ing with generally good results. 

Aluminum brake drums with ferrous liners for the 
brake path found their way into truck fleets. Although 
still costly to buy, they give economical service over 
their life, and may be the answer to a number of prob- 
lems. One manufacturer offers a highway truck with 
dual wheels on the front. He found room for the extra 
tires and wheels by using a rigid front axle and steering 
the whole assembly through a modified fifth wheel. 

More drivers in 1950 found their cabs comfortable

Debts due in one year 
are not included in current liabili- 
ties. We consider that current assets 
should include current trading as- 
sets: items which are cash or are ex- 
pected to be converted to cash within 
12 months. Current liabilities should 
include all payments to be made 
during the next 12 months. These 
include bank loan and mortgage pay- 
ments to be made during that period. 


Added Risks + One feature of your 
balance sheets that often horrifies 
the analyst is the ratio of debt to 
equity. Here it is conventional to 
expect strong companies to have 
equities substantially in excess of 
debt. Many truckers reverse this 
practice. Then, they are surprised 
when interest rates reflect the added 
risk factor.

College-Trained Drivers 


| se CK DRIVERS are now being 
trained in college. Ten years after 
the idea of a truck driver training 
school was evolved by the extension 
division of North Carolina State Col- 


lege and the North Carolina Motor 
Carriers Association, school was 
opened Aug. 8, 1949, at N. C. State, 


Raleigh. The project has been so suc- 
cessful that similar schools may be 
opened in Virginia, Pennsylvania, 
Georgia, Tennessee, Michigan, lowa, 
Connecticut, Missouri and California. 

Results — Ten classes and 250 
graduates have passed through the 
course since opening day. Fifty train- 





ees came from 23 states other than 


North Carolina. Reports from 144 of 
the students who graduated in the 
first seven classes tell the story of the 
school. Of the 144 
reporting, 118 are still with their 
original employers. The 144 men had 
driven a total of 6,571,000 miles. 
Their accident total was 55, an aver- 
age of 119,472 miles per accident, 
which is considerably higher than 
10,000 miles

Employers Like “em—What do 
employers think of these college- 
trained drivers? Carlton Alexander, 


personnel and safety director, Me- 
Lean Trucking Company, Winston- 
Salem, made these comments to 
Feet Owner: “It is without hesita- 
tion that we say that a training school 
of this kind is the most satisfactory 
source of driver personnel ever de- 
veloped. ...It is recognized in a 
six week period one could not expect 
these men to be finished truck driv- 
ers. But they come to us from the 
driver training with such 
wholesome attitudes toward the com- 
pany, their work and the public, that 
it is with a minimum of difhculty that 
we can indoctrinate these people into 
our organization. With a minimum 


school 
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amount of additional training and 


euidance, these men develop into 


highly desirable employees. 


What's taught? ~~ Basically, the 
purpose of the course is to give in 
terested men training in the theo- 
retical aspects of safe driving and 
actual, supervised experience behind 
the wheel. The six-week course is di- 
vided into a fifty-fifty dose of class- 
room work and driving experience. 

In the classroom the student gets 
a thorough background of the motor 
carrier industry as well as knowledge 
of driver qualifications, accident pre- 
vention plans, accident investigation 
and reporting, legal procedures and 
evidence, insurance, ICC regulations. 
maintenance, freight handling, road 
operations, customer relations and 
other fundamentals required by the 
professional driver. 

Each student receives at least 150 
hours of behind-the-wheel training. 
This includes skill developing exer- 
cises, driving in trafic and over-the- 
road driving. Motor equipment is 
donated or loaned by manufacturers 
and truck companies. Training units 
range from light pick-ups to tractor 
trailers. 


Safety training——Throughout the 
course, each student is impressed with 
the importance of safety. He is trained 
to practice safety habits. It was found 
that many students who had had pre- 
vious driving experience had to “un- 
learn” unsafe driving habits. 


Company loyalty — The course 
also attempts to develop a sense of 
responsibility and loyalty to employ- 
ers. Indications to State College are 
that the “schoolboys” present less 
turnover problems than normal em- 
ployees. 


Admission Requirements— State 
College does not require any formal 
education for admission to this 
course. However, each applicant must 
be of good character, mentally alert 
and physically qualified to meet ICC 
standards. Tuition fee is $200 and in- 
cludes all textbooks and educational 
supplies. Meals are obtained at the 
college cafeteria at reasonable cost 
Veterans may take the course under 


the GI Bill of Rights. 


How many students ?— When the 
course was first given, the class was 
limited to 20 men. Insistence on the 
part of the trucking industry boosted 
the total to 40. Pressure is again be-

° | RESPONSES OF 776 fleet owners who 

operate 93,984 trucks indicate that 
hand brakes are not adequate on 
heavy trucks. On medium trucks the 
response is divided almost 50-50, 
316 stating that the hand brakes are 
adequate and 375 saying they are 
not. However, on light trucks oper- 
ators say almost three to one that 
the hand brakes are adequate. 

In answering the question, “Do 
you have trouble with hand brake 
linkage or lever?”, 121 operators 
stated that the ratchet and pawl 
caused trouble. Other troubles which 
were mentioned in sizeable numbers: 
| total cable, 75; linkage, 46; and in- 
adequate braking, 19.

Bunker Cites Need 
For Ample Aluminum 


“There is no substitute for aluminum. 
as a light weight material, in the con- 
struction of commercial truck-trailers 
and a cut-back in the use of aluminum 
for that purpose will mean a reduction 
in the output of light-weight truck-trail- 
ers by the amount of the cut,” it was 
stated recently by George M. Bunker, 
president of The Trailmobile Company, 
commenting on the recent aluminum 
cut-back order by the National Pro- 
duction Authority. 

“From a structural standpoint, steel 
can be used instead of aluminum in 
building truck-trailers, but the question 
arises, ‘Can we get steel?’” 

Mr. Bunker pointed out that the gov- 
ernmental order restricting the use of 
aluminum makes no distinction among 
civilian products and that truck trailers 
are classed as civilian products. 
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The nation’s motor carrier industry 
will soon have its first model or “pilot” 
educational program for training per- 
sonnel in the management and operat- 
ing phases of the industry. 

The education committee of the Ter- 
minal Operations Council, American 
Trucking Association, recently com- 
pleted a two-day meeting at Knoxville, 
Tenn., with Prof. William Way Jr., 
head of the University of Tennessee 
transportation department, to work out 
the program. 

S. T. King of Kingsport, Tenn., 
executive vice president of Mason & 
Dixon Lines and chairman of the ATA 
council, said the motor carrier industry 
recognizes the need of obtaining many 
of its trained operations and manage- 
ment people from the colleges and uni- 
versities of the nation. 

“It was to meet that need that we 
appointed an education committee to 
work more closely with U-T faculty in 
developing a complete curriculum, lead- 
ing to the bachelor’s degree,” he said. 
“We hope the suggestions will be use- 
ful not only to Tennessee but to other 
colleges as well.” 

U-T was the “logical choice” as a

Excess Tax Pitfalls 
Outlined by Horton 


The trucking industry should be ex- 
empt from the proposed excess profits 
taxation, H. D. Horton, past president 
of the American Trucking Associations 
and board Chairman of Associated 
Transport, Inc., told a House Ways and 
Means Committee. 

Horton, acting as spokesman for the 
trucking industry, gave these reasons: 

(1) Adoption of the tax proposal 
would “tend to defeat every stated ob- 
jective” of the current tax program. 

(2) While the prime objective of an 
excess profits tax is to eliminate, as 
nearly as may be, the ability of busi- 
ness to make money out of war, the 
trucking industry cannot make any 
money out of war because its prices 
are regulated. 

(3) If the proposed program is ex- 
tended to the trucking industry it will 
actually reduce tax collections, and 
force retrenchment and reduction of 
service in the face of a greatly ex- 
panded need. 

(4) If a tax law is enacted which 
will not allow a trucking concern to 
plough back a reasonable portion of its 
earnings into the business, it won't 
even be able to maintain its present 
volume, let alone meet expanded de- 
mands.

FederalGovernmentAuthorizes 


$400 Million for Highway Work 


Apportionment of $400 million of 
the $500 million authorized as Federal 
aid to the States for highways in the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 1951, has 
been announced by the Bureau of 
Roads of the Department of Commerce. 
The funds were authorized by the Fed- 
eral-aid Highway Act which was ap- 
proved September 7, 1950. 

The apportionment was made using 
tentative figures for rural and urban 
population for each of the States. The 
remaining amount will be apportioned 
and proper adjustment made when 
final 1950 population figures are re 
ported by the Bureau of the Census. 

The Act provides $225 million for 
projects on the Federal-aid highway 
system, $150 million for projects on the 
Federal-aid secondary system, and $125 
million for projects on the Federal- 
aid highway system in urban areas. 

Funds will be expended under the 
general procedure in use for many 
years in which State highway depart- 
ments propose projects, prepare plans, 
award contracts, and supervise con- 
struction, all subject to Federal ap- 
proval.

On the mobilization front: 


e Wages will not be “frozen.” By 
March you can expect some kind of 
formula to fit the automobile industry. 
And it will be used across the board 
for all industries. Good bet: a “Big 
Auto Formula” that will adjust wages 
to changes in living costs. 


Walter Reuther has warned: if wage 
stabilization officials cancel the esca- 
lator wage clauses he will consider the 
five-year General Motors and other 
auto contracts open for renegotiation. 
It means an end, maybe, to the five- 
year pact and means possible strikes. 

What about the automatic annual in- 
crease of 4 cents based on produc- 
tivity? Reuther is willing to discuss 
some plan for deferring these pay 
ments until later. 


e Trucking wages are not tied to cost 
of living, but many contracts promise 
more wage increases this year and 
next. Small increases probably will be 
allowed because they will not exceed 
the expected rise in the BLS price 
index. But large increases will be 
trimmed to conform to the wage stabi- 
lization policy. 


Many trucking wage increases since 
Korea have been from 10 to 15 cents 
an hour, about a nickel higher than 
pre-Korea. 

In local trucking, union drivers’ 
hourly wages rose an average of about 
5 cents in the year preceding Korea. 
More than half the 250,000 Union 
drivers in 77 cities got raises, most of 
them 5 or 10 cents an hour. Average 
union scale on July 1: $1.60 for driv- 
ers, $1.34 for helpers. Source: BLS 
15th annual survey of local trucking 
wages. 





e Manpower will get tighter yet. New 
employees will be harder to find, par- 
ticularly drivers who must meet physi- 
eal standards. Other industries can 
hire women, handicapped and older 
persons, but not trucking. 

Manpower controls are coming, but 
not right away. Labor-Management 
committees are being organized to try 
voluntary measures first. 


Manpower controls—stringent con- 
trols—should be imposed immedi- 
ately. That is the view of ATA’s Ben- 
jamin R. Miller, who set up the Man- 
power Division of Defense Transpor- 
tation Administration. At the same

time, Miller thinks trucking is better 
able to resist labor pirating this time 
because trucking wages compare more 
favorably with those in other indus- 
tries than they did in 1939. 

Trucking will have a better idea of 
its manpower situation when a survey 
of 13,000 companies in 10 ATA organ- 
ized divisions is completed. 





A union leader has been named di- 
rector of DTA’s Manpower Division, 
which Miller set up. He is P. L. (Roy) 
Siemiller of Chicago, General vice 
president of the Machinists Union. 
The union’s newspaper hailed his ap- 
pointment as “The first time that a 
man has been selected directly from 
the ranks of organized labor for a 
position of authority in (the) govern- 
ment.” 


Miller will serve DTA as a consul- 
tant on trucking manpower, thus en 
abling him to represent the industry 
at DTA while continuing to direct 
ATA’s industrial relations. 





e Draft elegibles and reservists will be 
harder to hold. Don’t hope to keep 
physically-fit men under 26, even 
though married. Deferments will be 
tougher to get now that armed forces 
goal is up to 3.5-million. Congress 
soon will tap veterans, too. 


Biggest pinch will come if and when 
organized trucking reserve units are 
called up for service. 


e Universal military service is being 
talked up at the Pentagon and in Con- 
gress. It would grab all 18-year-olds 
for a couple years of service before 
college. 


Historically, organized labor has op- 
posed calling up all young men for 
training or service. Dan Tobin is the 
first big labor leader to abandon the 
united labor front against it. The 
teamster chief will try to get the AFL 
Executive Council to follow suit at its 
January meeting at Miami. 





e Truman would like to have a no- 
strike pledge and another War Labor 
Board to settle labor disputes. The 
Wage Stabilization Board feels this is 
necessary if wages are to be controlled. 
Despite William Green’s big talk about 
the AFL being ready to take the 
pledge, other union leaders——John L. 
Lewis and the CIO in particular—are 
reluctant to go along short of an actual 
declaration of war. Some strong talk 
behind the scenes may put it over. 

Both the industry and the teamsters 
want another trucking commission — 
like during the war—to handle truck- 
ing wages when controls come. Again 
they want it to be tripartite, but with 
six instead of three members. 





Trucking’s labor problems in the 
national emergency will highlight the 
discussions at the second annual con- 
ference sponsored by ATA’s Industrial 
Relations Committee at St. Louis Jan. 
8-9. Topics include selective service, 
manpower shortages, wage stablization 
and health and welfare fund trustee- 
ships. Look for a full coverage in 
next issue of FLEET OWNER. 





Dan Tobin is “considerably dis- 
turbed” about “the enormous hold” 
pensions and other welfare benefits are 
taking. Writing in the union’s maga- 
zine, Tobin discloses concern about pen 
sion plans on two counts: 

First, he foresees another panic—with 
25 million unemployed—as “sure” to 
come. This, he feels, will threaten the 
security of large pension funds built up 
by employers with money which (Tobin 
assumes) would otherwise have gone to 
teamster members in wages. 

Second, Tobin wonders whether pen- 
sion plans might perk up a worker’s 
loyalty to the employer. 


“Is the quality of our membership 
or their loyalty to the union safe in 
case of strike?” Tobin asks. ‘Does 
the union man receiving (these) bene- 
fits remain just as good a union man 
as when he stood on his own two 
feet?”

Knudson Urges Uniform Code 
To Untangle Regulation Muddle 


The fleet owner needs relief from 
burdensome state regulations if the na- 
tion’s defense supply lines are to be 
kept open, state utility commissioners 
were told at their national convention 
at Phoenix, Arizona. 

James K. Knudson, member of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
head of the newly-created Defense 
Transport Commission, warned that a 
uniform code for regulation of truck 
trafic is a national necessity. 

“While there are valid reasons for 
some variations between states in laws 
governing the height, weight and length 
of trucks, we cannot condone regula- 
tions which harass, hamper and act as 
a barrier to transportation,” he warned. 

While appealing for truck-owner re- 
lief from state regulations, Knudson 
was sharply critical of what he called 
the “railroads’ chronic boxcar short- 
age.” 

He expressed hope the railroads 
would order 150,000 boxcars in 1952 to 
augment the 110,000 on order for 1951 
and the expected delivery of 63,000 for 
which steel has been allocated. 

“If the railroads don’t order them

Defense Official 
Outlines Plan For 
Overweight Cargo

Truck operators hauling overweight 
cargo for military services will hence- 
forth have to get a waiver from the 
State over whose roads they travel. At 
least so it is proposed by the Defense 
Department as a means of “dealing 
with overweight truck movements.” 

The increasing movement of defense 
cargoes by highway has resulted in re- 
ports to the Department of Defense of 
instances of irresponsible truckers 
claiming urgent military necessity as 
an excuse for violating weight and size 
restrictions. 

Defense Department proposes that 
each Governor designate one official 
who will be authorized to grant waivers 
or permits when requested by author- 
ized military representatives. Letters 
have been sent by General Marshall 
to the Governors asking their coopera- 
tion. 

The truck operator must deal with 
the Defense Department. “Under no 
circumstances will carriers be author- 
ized to represent the military services 
in seeking such permits,” the Defense 
Department warns. 

The Department of the Army will 
start relations with the State represen- 
tative named. After that, properly ac- 
credited representatives of the three 
military departments will work directly 
with the State officials to arrange neces- 
sary clearance for important defense 
highway shipments. 





West Coast Truckers Protest 
Plan for Ton-Mile Tax Basis 


Strong objections to jp: ‘d taxing 
of vehicles on a ton-mile were vigor- 
ously voiced by representatives of the 
heavy trucking and bus transportation 
industries at a public hearing con- 
ducted in Olympia, Wash., by the high- 
way interim committee of the Washing- 
ton state legislature. 

The committee called the hearing 
upon a report made to the committee 
by James C. Nelson, highway economist 
and Washington State College profes- 
sor. The report, suggested basis for 
proposed revision of highway taxes by 
the 1951 state legislature, recommends 
the ton-mile tax distribution. On this 
basis, highway-user taxes on diesel 
trucks would be virtually doubled while 
heavy buses also would pay more. 








Thomas J. Hanify, representing the 
Washington Motor Coach Association, 
called the ton-mile theory “inaccurate,” 
said the Nelson report failed to con- 
sider the use the public gets out of 
buses and “ignores entirely the value of 
the service.” 

4 tax based on the ton-mile theory, 
Hanify said, “penalizes the efficiency of 
heavy vehicles.” 

Fred Lordan, secretary-manager of 
the Highway Research Council, declared 
that the ton-mile theory fails to give an 
“entirely true” picture in that it places 
heavy trucks at a disadvantage. Taxing 
passenger and cargo vehicles on the 
same basis is similar to charging the 
same rates for hauling “pineapples and 
sheet metal,” he maintained.

facilities. The conference turned 
ip the information that traflic flow is 
increased 30 to 50 per cent by using 
one-way streets and another 40 per 
cent by banning curb parking. Despite 
wide use of revenue-producing meters, 
less than five per cent of such cities 
used the proceeds to finance off-street 
parking. 

Meanwhile, a McGraw-Hill survey 
revealed that trafic was getting in- 
creasingly worse with Washington, 
D. C. probably in the most desperate 
plight. Washington, however, wasn’t 
the only city in which a planning com- 
mission had been put to work. In 
Philadelphia the city council is con- 
sidering a plan for the industrial devel- 
opment of northeast Philadelphia rec- 
ommended by its city planning commis- 
sion. Exhaustion of desirable industrial 
sites in the Quaker City inspired the 
commission to come up with a plan 
calling for rezoning 833 residentially 
zoned acres to industrial. The commis- 
sion also called local travel a major 
factor in snarling traffic in the Phila- 
delphia-Camden area. 

Here is what other U. S. Cities are 
doing about traffic: 

New York—A staggered schedule 
for truck deliveries and pickups is 
helping to alleviate conditions in the 
garment district.

3,717 Miles of Highway ‘Lost’ 
Due to Tax Diversion in 1949 


More than 3,717 miles of roads on 
the state highway systems of the nation 
were “lost” in 1949 because the states 
diverted $166,111,000 in highway use 
tax revenues to non-highway purposes, 
it is estimated by the National High- 
way Users Conference. 

This penalty for non-highway appli- 
cation of highway revenues becomes 
even more punitive to the highway user 
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when consideration is given to the fact 
that, since 1934, a total of 108,508 
miles of road could have been built 
with the monies diverted at the state 
level of government alone. 

The “lost” mileage was computed by 
dividing the total amount of monies 
diverted in each state by the average 
highway construction cost per mile 
within each state for each year. 





Construction Pace 
Will Be Stepped Up 
For Conn. Highways 


Connecticut’s State Highway depart- 
ment, its income swelled from spurting 
gas and motor vehicle taxes, got per- 
mission recently to spend $2.1 million 
of surplus funds to accelerate its con- 
struction program. 

The money, alloted to the department 
at the State Finance Advisory Com- 
mittee’s monthly meeting, will enable 
the department to push its road build- 
ing plans for the present October to 
December quarter. 

The FAC, in denying Highway Com 
missioner G. Albert Hill’s request for 
$5.5 million, said it would consider the 
balance of $3.4 million at a later date 
It indicated the money it gave to the 
department today was sufficient to take 
care of needs until January 1. 

Commissioner Hill’s request for the 
larger sum was based on his forecast 
of a $6.5 million surplus at the end of 
the fiscal biennium ending June 30, 
1951. He said the request could be 
granted still leaving a million dollar 
cushion to meet other expenses. 

The bulk of the anticipated surplus, 
Dr. Hill told the FAC, stemmed from 
an estimated $4.26 million increase in 
tax revenue, earmarked for the depart- 
ment during the present two-year fiscal 
period. 





Gas Tax Increase Faces 
Utah Group's Opposition 


At a recent meeting of the Utah 
Highway Users Conference, it was de- 
cided that the Conference would not 
favor a proposed increase in the state 
gasoline tax unless it can be proved 
that the increase is fully necessary and 
that the additional revenues will be 
pledged solely to highway development 
programs. The membership reaffirmed 
its support of the National Highway 
Users Conference program for promo- 
tion of highway safety and universal 
adoption of the Uniform Motor Vehicle 
Code.

WesternStatesTold 
To Approve Uniform 
Weight, Size Limits 


Governors of the Intermountain 
States were advised recently that the 
western states should “freeze” size and 
weight of trucks on their highways next 
year, by the western interstate commit 
tee on highway policy programs. Sen 
ator Paul L. Patterson of Hillsboro. 
Oregon, made this recommendation, 
along with several road safety sug 
gestions. 

The committee recommended that all 
states adopt uniform truck sizes and 
weights recommended by the Western 
Association of State Highway Officials. 
and refuse to change them pending 
completion of studies now under way 
These truck standards, in general, are 
a weight of 18,000 Ibs. per axle, 72.000 
Ibs. weight over-all, eight ft. in width 
and 12 ft. in height. 





Vermont Highway Users 
Preparing 1951 Program 


It was reported at the latest meeting 
of the Vermont Highway Users Con 
ference that 94 state organizations have 
expressed their support of the proposed 
Good Roads Amendment to the state 
constitution. Russell E. MacCleery 
Manager of the State Services Depart- 
ment of the National Highway Users 
Conference, addressed the membership 
and pointed out the economic benefits 
which would accrue to the state through 
a better highway system.

(. Nelson, specialist on highway user 

xes, in a report to the legislature’s 
interim committee on highways. 

Object of the report is to provide in- 
formation needed to equalize the state’s 

ighway user taxes. Basing his study 

n the theory that vehicles should pay 
for use of highways in proportion to 
the weight they carry, Dr. Nelson found 
that buses, diesel trucks, heavy trailers 
and semi-trailers all paid less than the 
average ton-mile fee for use of the 
highways. Taxicabs, passenger cars, 
gasoline vehicles, logging vehicles and 
farm vehicles paid more than their 
share, according to the Washington 
State College professor. 

Dr. Nelson concluded that diesel 
truck owners should pay three times 
the gross weight fees now paid by gaso- 
line trucks or, if the increase is in 
terms of fuel use tax, diesel truck op- 
erations should pay about 12 cents a 
gallon instead of 6% cents a gal. 
Gross weight fees on trucks and trailers 
of less than 6,000 lb. gross weight 
would be eliminated while weight fees 
on trucks in the class between 6,000 
and 12,000 lb. would be substantially 
reduced. 

Gross weight fees on heavy trailers 
would be from 50 to 75% more than 
gross weight fees on trucks of equiva- 
lent weights, Dr. Nelson pointing out 
that extra fuel consumption caused by 
trailers does not increase in proportion 
to the weight hauled in the trailers. 





Legislative Suggestions 
Made by Colorado Group 


The Colorado Highway Users Con- 
ference has recommended that the state 
legislature extend the life of its High- 
way Planning Committee for another 
year. The user group feels that the 
committees highway plan in its present 
form is incomplete and fails to provide 
solutions for several basic state high- 
way problems. The Conference also 
has announced that it will be compelled 
to oppose the final committee plan un- 
less these solutions can be found and 
unless legislation to complete reorgani- 
zation of the state highway department 
takes precedence over legislation carry- 
ing out other recommendations in the 
plan.

Brakes Are Improved 


Brakes on Model 100-22 have been 
changed to the Duo-Servo type 
(above). and front brakes were 
widened 14 in. to obtain a more pow- 
erful brake for this model and 
achieve a front-brake life equal to 
that of rear brakes. 

Front brake cylinders were also

giously until the accounts are going 
his way. Then, he selects another 
group, still giving a fair amount of 
attention to the first but concentrat- 
ing on the second. In this way, he 
gradually builds up his clientele. 


e Ask Questions—One of the bes' 
ways to approach a prospect on 
motor freight services is to get him 
talking about his business. During 
this time the salesman develops a 
list of problems that confront the 
potential customer. Following are 
five problems on which he can ques- 
tion the prospect. 


Beyond your Limit?—Does poten- 
tial customer ship connecting line 
freight along with on-line freight? 
That is, does he ship goods that go 
beyond the limits of the trucking 
company and the limits of normal 
competitors, in addition to freight 
destined for points served by the 
line? If the customer is having dif- 
ficulties with his present connecting 
line service, the salesman may be 
able to convince him that he should 
change to your firm for more stabil- 
ity of shipment. 


What class of Freight?—Is customer 
shipping cheaper as well as higher 
classes of trafic? Cheaper rated traf- 
fic should never’ be sneered at. How- 
ever, make sure your sales staff sell 
the customer on the necessity of sup- 
porting you with better paying 
classes of freight that he ships or 
receives, or that he may control out 
of vendors plants. Have your sales- 
man point out that your company 
provides service on all classes of 
freight and that you expect to give 
him service on anything he offers 
you. But be sure that it is spelled 
out in the talk that as long as you 
are peddling your “leader” alone, 
you are losing money. 


Faster by Truck?—Is the potential 
customer shipping rail freight that 
could be moved more rapidly and at 
a lower cost by truck? There are 
many cases where freight is moving 
by rail on relatively short hauls 
where it could be moved more rap- 
idly and more economically by 


truck.

Good Claim Ratio? How does the 
claim ratio of the service now in 
use stack up against that of your 
company? The claim ratio is an ex 
cellent selling point if your com 
pany is in good position. (The claim 
ratio is the ratio of damage and 
short claims to the total revenue, 
and the greater the volume of busi 
ness you have, the better vour ratio 
will look.) Also. the salesman can 
use claim payment checks as calling 
cards. The checks illustrate much 
more forcibly than words the efficient 
function of any claim department. A 
trafie manager cannot help but be 
impressed by a salesman who is in 
terested in expediting what the cus 
tomer feels is coming to him 


Know the Rules? Is the customer 
utilizing the privileges accorded him 
by existing tariffs in effect in his ter 
ritory? One of the most important

tween any two given points should 
be as near equal in each direction 


as possible. Points of operation are 


entirely dependent on an equal flow 
of traffic between terminals in order 
to keep equipment moving on a bal- 
anced basis. 


e Driver Salesman—tThe expres- 
sion, “Our drivers are our best sales- 
men,” is true only when these men 
have the active will and interest to 
do a real job of selling for your or- 
ganization. Actually, your drivers can 
be your best salesmen or your worst 
salesmen, depending on company 
policy with regard to their proper de- 
velopment along the sales line. Your

potential driver sales aid is obvious. 
First of all, drivers outnumber the 
salesmen ten to one. Second, they 
have the opportunity to make more 
sales contacts in a day than do the 
salesmen. Third, they make these 
contacts right on the spot where and 
when the freight is being shipped or 
received. 


e What About Advertising? — 
The biggest job any sales executive 
has, when it comes to the question 
of advertising in a trucking firm, is 
to sell top management on the prime 
necessity for advertising. Advertising 
has been an established instrument 
in U. S. business for many years 
and there are apparently no proven 
arguments against its value. But in 
spite of that fact truckers have failed 
in general to set aside a sufficient 


percentage of anticipated gross rey 
enue for advertising purposes. Th: 
net result has been to leave the sales 
man with the total responsibility o/ 
making sure the customers and the 
buying influences in the customers 
firms remember the name and service 
of the carrier solely through re 
peated visits and the somewhat 
nebulous attempts at drop-in-the 
bucket types of promotion. 


e Salesmen Can’t Do It All—I: 
can be a very costly mistake to put 
so much emphasis on the efforts of 
the salesman alone. He just doesn’t 
have the time to make numerous 
calls during his day. As proof of 
this, national studies have come up 
with the following figures: 

Your salesman spends about 12 
per cent of his time on paper work. 
He spends 38 per cent of his time 
travelling and waiting for appoint- 
ments. This leaves only four hours 
out of an eight hour day during 
which he can actually be selling. 
Deducting week-ends, holidays, and 
vacations, there are only 244 of these 
1-hour days available for the actual 
sales work, during any given year. 
Spread those days around the num- 
ber of customers a salesman has and 
you can see how much time he has 
for repeat calls if he wants to get 
through his whole list. If he has 250 
potential customers and can make 
three calls a day, that means he will 
go through his list only about three 
times during the year. You can see 
from this that the salesman must 
have some help if he is going to sell 
your services and keep the customer 
sold on them. 


e Mechanized Selling— According 
to a McGraw-Hill study on “Mechan- 
ized Selling,” there are five steps 
in making a sale: first, making the 
contact; second, arousing the inter- 
est; third, creating a preference or 
making the prospect regard your 
service favorably; fourth, making a 
specific proposal; fifth, and most im- 
portant, closing the order. Every 
step along the way to the order takes 
salesman time and costs you money. 
But here’s where advertising fits into 
the picture. Advertising is a means 
of communication through which you 
reach your customer and tell him 
something of your service or product. 


e Contacts Thru Advertising - 
Properly executed advertising will

e Keeps Him Sold—<Another very 
important function of advertising is 
that it helps keep the customer sold 
on your service. When your sales- 
man cannot make a routine call on 
a customer, the advertising mailing 
piece does that for him and keeps 
the company’s name before the cus- 
tomer. 


e Plan Your Program — Ask 
yourself, “What do I wish to accom- 
plish?” Once you have set down a 


list of objectives for your advertis 
ing, you can build a program. The 
objectives will include the customers 
you want to reach, what you want to 
tell them and how you are going to 
do it. To arbitrarily allocate funds 
without considering objectives can 
result in the waste of a good deal of 
money. Define the objective, build a 
program and then find out how much 
it will cost. If the price is too high, 
look back over the objectives and see 
where you can shave costs. When 
you decide on your program, stick 
to it and watch for the long term 
gains rather than the immediate re- 
sults. END

las Mathews. He took one look at the 
hastily scribbled message and was on 
his way. 

The scene that faced him when he 
arrived was a_ discouraging one. 
Luckily. the driver was unscratched. 
but the truck was almost a complete 
wreck. Both axles were broken. the 
cab was stove in, one door was torn 
off its hinges. the engine block was 
cracked. and the crank shaft was bent. 

Lp to that point the mechanics at 
the Morrison-Knudsen section of the 
Central Valley 


Project had estab- 


lished a record of completing all re- 
pairs during a single shift. It was a 
record that Mathews wanted to keep 
but he was sure this wreck would 
prove too much. He wondered if his 
bovs could get the truck back on the 
road in a week. 





THE DELTA-MENDOTA PROJECT in 
California. Keeping trucks moving was the 
assignment given to Chief Mechanic Dallas 
Mathews who found that a unit replacement 
system was the best answer to the problem. 
Completing all repairs in a single shift was 
the enviable record made. 


The mechanics didn’t complete the 
job in a single shift — it took two. 
Sixteen hours of mechanic's time 
later the truck was rolling again, car- 
rying another batch of mix. In fact, 
the repairs might have been made 
faster but for a delay while waiting 
for a gear housing to come from Sac- 
ramento. It was this experience that 
thoroughly sold Mathews on the prac- 
ticability of the unit repair system. 


* How it Works——When the Mor- 
rison-Knudsen Company was awarded 
a contract on the government project, 
Mathews was told to set up a repair 
program that would keep the trucks 
rolling. Time meant money, and it 
was his job to keep the out-of-service 
time to an absolute minimum. 

The PM program called for the 
construction of a concrete-lined lube 
pit at the project site. Two men were 
assigned to the pit and each truck was 


lubed each night. When the driver. 
arrived in the morning, each truck 
had been thoroughly inspected and 
serviced. The only care needed during 
the daylight hours was a refueling a) 
noon. 

Once a week each truck was give; 
an oil change and the filter was 
changed at the same time. As _ the 
project continued, Mathews felt that 
carrying million yards of

If 
repair was needed, it was made that 
night. The truck was ready again by 
morning. Of course, drivers them 
selves were expected to fill out repair 
tags whenever they discovered a truck 
was acting up during the day. 
Despite the PM program. however 
repairs were often needed and Math 
ews decided on two factors to speed 
this process. The first was to have his 
work at night after the 
drivers had gone, so that minor re 
pairs could be made while the trucks 
were not in use. Even a major break 


mechanics 


down could be fixed by morning. 
The second factor, and the real 
nucleus of Mathews’ system, was the 
practice of unit replacement wherever 
the time involved was less than that 
of repair directly to the truck. Thus, 
if a motor repair would run longer 
than would the installation of an en- 
tire motor unit, it seemed obvious to 
Mathews that the only thing to do 
was to install the motor unit. In this 
way, the truck could be back in oper 
ation while the motor needing repairs 
could be fixed later in the shop. 


* Necessary Equipment — The 
process of unit replacement naturally 
meant that Mathews would have to 
keep his garage on the site well 
stocked with extra parts. He 
chased two complete 


pur- 
motor units 


which could be installed while a 
faulty one was being repaired. In ad- 
dition, he stocked axles, transmissions 
and other complete units. For on the
